Labor Board in conformity with | 


the revised Wagner Labor Law 
was intimated as a possibility 
here today as the new National 
Labor Relations Board prepared 
to swing into action before the 
week ends. 

The new three-man tribunal, 
which supplants the National La- 
bor Board on Monday, is con- 
sidering a quick realignment of 
all existing subordinate labor 
boards with the object of bring- 
ing order out of the existing dis- 
putes in a score of industries. It 
will meet here, either today or to- 
morrow, to determine definitely 
upon the program which may in- 


volve the Automobile Labor 
Board. 
As it exists at present, the 


board appointed to handle dis- 
putes in the automobile industry 
is regarded as lacking the “statu- 
tory” basis which the new legis- 
lation, passed just before ad- 
journment, gives to such agencies. 
In this respect, the Automobile 
Board is regarded as having an 
inferior status to those created to 
handle the longshoremen’s and 
steel controversies. 

Any change in the form of the 
Automobile Board will come as a 
surprise to many who under- 
stood when the revised Wagner 
bill was under consideration that 
its provisions would not effect ex- 
isting organizations.

By 36%; Trucks Almost 
Double May Last Year 


Detroit, July 6.—Total registra- 
tions for May, 1934, as reported 
by R. L. Polk & Co., amounted to 
219,163 units, which is 1.69 per 
cent less than the total registra- 
tions for April of this year. The 
figure for May is, however, 36.78 
per cent greater than the figure 
for May, 1933, when 160,225 pas- 
senger cars were sold. 

During the first five months of 
1934, 771,479 passenger cars were 
registered in the entire United 
States as compared with 508,262 
during the same period last year. 
Commercial car sales for the first

“The outlook for motoring never was as bright as it is | 
now,” said Weeks, in an interview pointing to the unmis- 
takable signs of recovery in the@— 


automotive industry as presaging | 
the dawn of an era marked no 

only by the increase in ownership 
of new cars, but in the develop- 
ment of the nation’s highways to 
meet the needs of the increasing 
motor vehicle registration. 


Of the country’s 3,040,000 miles 
of highways, Weeks said, approx- 
imately 900,000 miles are sur- 
faced—an increase of surfaced 
mileage exceeding 325,000 miles 
since 1927. Of this total of im- 
proved roads 170,000 miles are of 
high type, long-wearing surface. 
Federal Aid, he explained, has 
been an important factor in ex- 
tension of the highway program, 
and measures recently passed by | 
Congress will give further impe- | 
tus to the movement in the next 
three years. 

Registration Gaining 

“As a nation of motor vehicle 
owners,” continued Weeks, “the 
United States is pre-eminent in 
world leadership. The widespread 
depression had comparatively lit- 
tle effect on car registrations, 
which in the doldrums of 1932 de- 
clined only 9 per cent, from the 
all-time peak of 1930, when 26,- 
545,281 vehicles of all types were | 
registered in the United States— |

7% years old; 2,000,000 between

The Second Million 


oo the first six months of this year more than 
1,000,000 passenger cars and trucks were sold and 
registered in these United States. While the exact figure 
is not available, due to the delay in June registrations, a 
safe estimate would place the total at 991,479 passenger 
cars and 198,986 trucks. There is an old saying that “the 
first million is the hardest.” We are well on our way 
toward the second, with an estimated total of 1,190,465 
cars and trucks. 


If this pace can be maintained during the remaining 
six months of the year, in the same ratio as it has in past 
years, we should come very close to a total registration of 
2,000,000 by the end of 1934. This estimate is based on 
the records of the past eight years during which time the 
registrations for the first half of the year accounted for 
an average of 55 per cent of the total at the end of the 
year. 

During the last half of 1933 the percentage of the total 
for the entire year was considerably better than average 
due to the fact that much buying was delayed by the 
banking holiday in March. It is now considered likely 
that the present year will follow more closely the aver- 
ages of other years. 


In the way of production reports now indicate that 
many plants are revising July schedules upward. During 
the first half of the year production, with June estimated, 
reached a total of 1,774,442, which should be approximate- 
ly 60 per cent of the year’s total. If this holds true a 
production of 2,500,000 units seems assured as against 
1,993,180 last year. 


The Credit Jam Bursts 


ye of the greatest difficulties in getting us started 
back to better times was the adamant credit jam, 
which (we do not think it is necessary to mention this to 
dealers) just refused to loosen up. Late in the congres- 
sional session definite steps toward making direct govern- 
ment loans to industry were taken. Whether or not this 
had anything to do with loosening private capital is be- 
side the point at the moment. The chief point is that 
credit is loosening. 


According to the American Bankers Assn. Journal, June 
marked the “turning point’ and banks are now on the 
verge of a widespread extension of credit. 


This should be good news for every business man in 
the country. Money, after all, is nothing but a medium 
of exchange. When money is scarce, exchange dwindles 
and business comes to a standstill. Business during the 
past six months has been making good progress largely on 
its nerve. Give it real credit with which to carry on and 
we shall go places.

In official circles this is re- 
garded as record speed in putting 
highway work under way. The 
result will be the improvement of 
more than 22,000 miles of public 
roads and streets, a mileage suf- 


ficient to build a road almost 
around the world. 

Employment under the pro- 
gram totaled 246,192 men on June 
23, 1934. This is only the direct 
employment on the roads and 
does not include the workers in- 
directly employed in quarries, 
mills, and factories and in the 
transportation of road materials, 
the number of which is estimated 
at merely twice the direct em- 
ployment. 

The record of the road build- 
ing operation, supervised by the 
Bureau of Public Roads, shows

Effective July 11 


Washington, July 6.—The Na- 
tional Recovery Administration 
has announced approval by the 
Administrator of the code of fair 
competition for the trailer manu- 
facturing industry. The code be- 
comes effective on July 11. 

In his statement to the Presi- 
dent, General Johnson states that 
the industry is nation-wide in 
scope of operation. In 1928 it 
had five establishments and in 
1933 it had 45 with an increase in 
employes from 105 in 1928 to 
2,650 in 1933. There was, how- 
ever, only a comparatively small 
increase in annual sales which 
were $7,500,000 in 1928 and $8,- 
500,000 in 1932, the last year for 
which figures are available. 

The order of approval stays 
Article VII, Section 5, prescribing 
a waiting period between the fil- 
ing with the Code Authority and 
the effective date of revised price 
lists, pending further order of the 
Administrator, and also stays 
Section 6 of the same article pro- 
viding that prices in no event 
shall be less than the individual 
member's cost, for 60 days, unless 
during such period good cause is 
shown why such stay should not 
be made permanent. 





Total 9,299 for Record 


Detroit, July 6.—Climaxing a 
record-shattering six months of 
business, retail sales of Plymouth 
cars climbed to another all-time 
peak for the week ending June 
30, B. E. Hutchinson, chairman 
of the board of the Plymouth 
Motor Corp., announced today. 

Hutchinson stated that Plym- 
outh retail sales for the week 
reached a total of 9,299 units, an 
increase of 3.2 per cent above the 
previous record week ended Apr. 
7. This was 8.6 per cent above 
the week of June 23, and 23.7 per 
cent over the corresponding week 
last year. 

Plymouth retail sales for the 
first six months of the year 
totaled 170,609 units, an increase 
of 60.5 per cent over sales for the 
first six months of last year and 
164.5 per cent above the same 
period in 1932, he said. 

June sales of Plymouth cars 
totaled 35,515 units, 10.5 per cent 
above the May total and 4.7 per 
cent more than June sales last 
year. 

In the six months’ period, the 
Plymouth factory shipped a total 
of 235,215 units, including export 
business. This was an increase 
of 80.8 per cent over the first six 


months of last year and 217.3 
per cent above the corresponding 
period of 1932. 


Plymouth June shipments were 
43,072 units, an increase of 5.6 
per cent over shipments in June 
last year, Hutchinson pointed out.

Gas Tax Collections 


S. C., July 6.—Walter 
G. Query, chairman of the South 
Carolina tax commission, reports 
that gasoline tax collections for the 
month of June totaled $656,498.38, 
as compared with $578,391.94 for 
June, 1933. Collections for the first 
six months of the year totaled $3,- 
746,491.14, as compared with $3,105,- 
969.55 for the corresponding period 
of last year.

To Pay Ninth of 
Tax Bill for 1934 


Washington, July 6.—Motordom 
will pay more than one-ninth of 
the national tax bill in 1934, if 
estimates of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce revealed 
here yesterday are correct. Ac- 
cording to the Chamber’s figures, 
the aggregate of Federal, state 
and local taxes for the current 
twelve-month will be $9,000,000,- 
000, or one-twentieth of the na- 
tional income. Other sources 
thoroughly establish the fact that 
motordom will pay more than one 
billion dollars of this amount. 

The Chamber’s calculation of 
the national tax bill is made by 
William Fortune, Indianapolis, a 
member of the body’s committee 
on state and local taxation. The 
statement follows: 

“Total taxes in 1934—Federal, 
state and local—will amount to 
approximately $9,000,000,000. If 
our national income, which was 
estimated to be $39,800,000,000 in 
1933, should reach $45,000,000,000 
this year, taxes will take 20 per 
cent. In most years of the 
decade prior to the depression, 
taxes took no more than 10 to 11 
per cent of the national income.”

“In June, Nash shipped about 
the same number of cars as in 
May or approximately slightly 
more than 5,900. It is going into 
July with unfilled orders for 
about 3,000 units, as compared 
with about 7,000 when June be- 
gan. About 60% of the unfilled 
orders are for LaFayette, and 
production currently is running 
about in the same ratio. Dealer 
orders have fallen off, although 
retail deliveries to date have been 
fairly well maintained. Main- 
tenance of retail deliveries, how- 
ever, is no doubt partly due to 


the fact that Nash was delayed 
for a month and a half by a 
strike which closed its plants 
during the first half of the quar- 
ter ended May 31.” 


Johnson Clarifies 
Selling of Tires 
To Government 





Washington, July 6—Gen. Hugh 
S. Johnson, NRA administrator, 
Monday issued an order the pur- 
pose of which is to permit mem- 
bers of the retail rubber tire and 
battery trade, in bidding for con- 
tracts from governmental agen- 
cies, to make “quotation or sale 
of tires or tubes...at net realized 
prices not less than prices 10 per 
cent below the lowest reasonable 
costs of the respective brands and 
classifications of tires and tubes 
as set forth in Administrative 
Order No. 410-3.” 


Administrative Order 140-3 ap- 
proved May 3, 1934, declared an 
emergency in the retail rubber 
tire and battery trade, caused by 





destructive price cutting, and 
promulgated a list of 21 printed 
pages of lowest reasonable costs 
of tires and tubes, below which 
tires and tubes should not be 
sold. 

Because Administrative Order 
X-48, June 12, 1934, granted 
limited exceptions where code 
provisions conflict with usual pro- 
cedure or statutory provisions re- 
lating to government contracts, 
some uncertainty developed as to 
the status of governmental agen- 
cies in the purchase of tires and 
tubes. The latest order is in- 
tended to clarify that situation.

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Marion County’s 
Sales For June 


At 3-Year Peak 


Indianapolis, Ind. July 6.— 
Marion county (Indianapolis) 
new car registrations hit a new 
three-year high in June when the 
total topped the 1,400 mark by 
one car, according to figures 
compiled from official state rec- 
ords. 

This figure has been untouched 
since April of 1931 when the total 
went slightly above 1500. 

June’s record, stimulated by 
price cutting and a violent sales 
drive by Chevrolet, Ford and 
Plymouth, lifted the month’s vol- 
ume 35 per cent over May of this 
year and June of last year which 
happened to be practically even.

Used car registrations slumped 
about 10 per cent under both of 
the comparative months, but the 
total for the first six months 
stood about 10 per cent over that 
for the six months period of 1933. 

Trucks in June held even with 
May, although slightly more 
than doubling June of last year. 
The total for the six months was 
more than 100 per cent ahead of 
1933, with 918 against 418, 


Wayne County’s Sales 
In June Total 7,917 


Detroit, June 6.—Passenger car 
registrations for Wayne County 
(Detroit) for June 1934 amounted 
to 7,917, according to a report 
made by the Detroit Automobile 
Dealers Assn. Registrations in 
the same period a year ago to- 
taled 7,344, the report states. The 
total for the year to date is 38,492, 
compared to 22,839 in the first six 
months of 1933. 

Ford again led the pack in 
Wayne county, registering 3,853 
this June compared to 2,555 last 
year, followed by Chevrolet with 
1,490—1,325. Plymouth showed a 
decline from the June, 1933, rec- 
ord, the report states, falling 
from the 1933 total of 917 to 825 
this June.

April, and 7,539 for $7,373,514 in 
May, 1933. 

New passenger cars sold ,in 
May numbered 11,720 at $12,146,- 
278, as against 10,630 at $11,099,- 
404 in April and 6,693 at $6,541,590 
in May, 1933. 

There were 1,839 trucks and 
buses sold in May at $1,853,873, 
compared with 1,450 at $1,503,804 
in April, and 846 at $831,224 in 
May last year.

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U. S. Government 
Loses in Suit of 
Tire Retreader 


Dayton, O., July 6.—A federal 
case watched by tire retreaders 
throughout the country was won 
here by the plaintiff recently 
when U. S. Judge Robert R. 
Nevin handed down a decision in 
favor of J. C. Skinner, doing 
business as the Skinner Tire and 
Rubber Co., and against the 
United States government. 

This decision ends the first re- 
case of its kind in the 
country. It will mean, 
said, that tire retreaders can con- 
tinue in business whereas, if the 
decision had been reversed all 
such businesses would have had 
to quit operations. 

The government has a tax of 
2.25 cents per pound on rubber 
used in tires, Retreaded tires are 
from six to ten pounds heavier 
than new tires and sell for about 
one-third as much.

Washington, July 6.—Automo- 
| tive products exported from the 
| United States during May were 
| valued at $21,295,707, a decline of 
| but three per cent from the April 
| figure of $21,974,167 and an in- 
crease of 175 per cent as com- 
| pared with foreign shipments in 
May, 1933, valued at $7,728,002, 
according to figures compiled by 
the automotive division of the 
| U. S. Department of Commerce. 

The export total in this com- 
modity group for the January- 
May period was $89,256,239, which 
exceeds the figure of $82,185,100 
recorded for the entire year 1932, 
and is but $4,750,000 less than the 
year’s total for 1933. 

Passenger cars exported num- 
bered 15,922 units, valued at 
$8,881,744, against 16,378 units, 
|} valued at $8,721,534, in April. 
Shipments of cars in the low 
price range were reduced both in 
number and value, but each of 
the three higher-priced classes 
|showed improvement. Cars in 
| the class “over $2,000” accounted 
for 92 units, valued at $250,354,
